"The program, which exceeds 
the last fiscal year's record 
program by $150.4 million, uses 
$79.2 million less of state funds 
than last year. Federal funds 
are increased by $931.5 million 
compared to fiscal 1975. 

Bond pointed out, “This shifts 
the burden of financing the 
highway program from state 
funds to federal funds. 

_ “The state expenditures will 
be decreased by 59 per cent 
from $135.8 million for 1975 
while the federal funds are 
sexpected to increase by 146 per 
‘cent or $331.5 million in 1976."

~ REMINISCE 
Maybe 
we need 
Pollyanna

Sixty years ago there was 
no television, no radio, no 
stereo nor many other things 
which young people today 
consider indispensable and 
simply take for granted. Yet 
people — even young people 
and children — managed to 
have a good time and really 
enjoy life. 

What did they.do? Well, for 
one thing, they read. books. 

Tt wasn’t such a bad way to 
spend an evening, curled up 
in the big rocking chair, with 
a dish of popcorn and the 
kerosine lamp on the table 
béside you, your favorite kit- 
ten purring contentedly in 
your lap and a storybook 
which could carry.you to far- 
away places where you could 
find thrilling adventures and 
meet the most interesting 
people, many of whom were 
to become lifelong frends, al- 
most as real to you as the lit- 
tle girl next door. 

‘There were several advan- 
tages to this pastime, not the 
Teast being the fact that par- 
ents could read a book first 
and so knew what was going 
to be put into their child’s 
mind. And just in case the 
book contained any undesir- 
able material it disappeared 
and that was the end of that. 

But there were a great 
many worthwhile books for 
children and one of the favor- 
ites was the story of Polly- 
anna. Nowadays the term 
“Pollyannaism” is used more 
or less derisively, but one 


stop at that point. They will not

them. And just what is wrong 
with that philosophy? 

‘There was nothing wrong 
with it so far as those children 
of a bygone day were con- 
cerned. 

They all loved Pollyanna, 
and really it was great fun to 
play the “Glad Game." And it 
was surprising how many lit- 
tle annoyances fell into their 
right perspective and turned 
out to be pretty unimportant 
after all. 

Somehow, there is some- 
thing about a habit that is 
pretty hard to change, and 
when you had once estab- 
lished a routine of looking for 
things to be glad about, it was 
difficult to go to the other ex- 
treme and spend all your 
time looking for things to 
complain about. Besides, it 
made you feel awfully silly, 
because whether you ad- 
mitted it or not, you had 
learned that there are a great 
many more right things than 
there are wrong ones. 

Probably nobody reads 
“Pollyanna” now, or if they 
do it's almost certain to be a 
revised or condensed version 
of the original. But it might 
not be a bad idea to get the old 
book off the attic shelf and 
read it again. Almost every- 
thing else has been tried to 
cure the world’s ills. Maybe 
we need Pollyanna.

University Board of Trustees on 
Tharsday adopted five revisions 
ot its code af policy 

According to the board stati 
“The changes are not sub 
stantive and have the effect of 
conforming  doard policy to 
long-established contrary 
practices by one or doth 
universities,” 

The revisions include repeal 
of policies requiring a quarterty 
financial report, prohibiting 
dargaining with unions of police 
officers, requiring semiannual 
promotional ad salary 
reviews, and prescribing a form 
for evaluation of non-acadennc 
onrployes 

The fifth change provides for 
inclusion of research and 
teaching assistants in the 
reporting of graduate assistants 
to the board in) summarie: 
showing names, degrees, 
assignments and monthly 
stipends 

The revisions first arose as 
recommendations from the 
constituency representative 
xroup which President John S 
Rendleman of SIU at Edward 
sville asked to review the code 
of policy, at the board's 
sugatestion, in February 

The review group pointed out 
that new forms of financial 
reporting are under study, and 
said the requirement) for a 
quarterly financial report, 
which is not observed im 
practice, should be taken off the 
records. pending new 
provisions.

An additional reduction or 
dered by the governor—which 
requires state agencies to hold 
two per cent of their 19 
fiscal year funds in allotment 
reserve would further reduce 
the amount of money available 
for mental health care. 

“While we recognize the need 
for fiseal responsiblility and 
integrity on the part of state 
government, the association 
feels that the $398 million figure 
originally proposed represents 
the = minimum amount 
necessary to provide 
adequately for the needs of the 
mentally il and develop. 
mentally disabled in Mlinois,” 
Joseph C. Kerr, executive 


director, commented. 

He added that “we further 
believe that the governor must 
realize that proyiders of 
community. services for the 
mentally ill, as well as those 
receiving such services and 
their families, must resist any 
effort to substantially reduce 
propesed funds.” 

Kerr asserted that “the needs 
for an adequate appropriation is 
more critical now than at any 
time in the state's history 
Economic rationale for the 
proposed cutback is no excuse. 

“With ecomonic conditions 
continuing to be grim, we will 
see an even ‘ater need for 
mental health services 

“A reduction in the budget for 
the department, particularly of 
the size requested dy the 
governor, would without 
question adversely affect the 
quality of care and treatment. of 
the mentally. ill of the state. 
Those concerned with such care 

nd treatment will not tolerate 

accept such irresponsible 
action.”
